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2. Village Schools: As can be observed in the Kucheng group of villages and small 

towns in the [District of Hsinhui /sknvui/ in Kvangtung Province, several new trends 
are easily observable: J

a. Merger of village schools: Before November 1949, each village had an elemen- 
tary school, and some of the small towns in the area sometimes had more than 
one, espe ially if the population belonged to two or more clans (ie, had two 
family names among thr.m). In other words oach rural school was strictly a 
"clan" school, with all or nearly all the pupils bearing one family name, and 
with its | financial support guaranteed by the clan organization plus pro- 
vincial government subsidies. 

The first order given by the Communist Party affecting rural education was 
to merge each two schools into one, The reasons given were: 

(1) economy; 

(2) better inter-village friendliness . According to Party policy, the order was 
to be carried out first between villages which bad been periodically en- 
gaged in feuds. The principalship was to alternate between the two 
villages at three year intervals and the vacated school buildings in the 
leas populated village were to be used by rthe Party for headquarters;
